A Reminiscence. 

WoW Joux QUINCY ADAMS DIED—CUN- 
GRESS TWENTY-FIVE YEARS 40 — 
VERY INTERESTING REMINISCENCES. 
A Washington correspondent sup- 

plies the following very interesting 

letter: 

In looking through the alcoves of 
the Congressional Library 1 found 
some interesting facts in relation to 
the death of John Quincy Adams, but 
they were somewhat disconnected and 
incoherent, as if the informucion were 
a little uncertain. I asked Mr. Spof- 
ford if there was nobody «about the 
Capitol who hid been employed in the 
louse twenty-five ycars ago. [thought 
it strange if there were none, consid- 
ering with what devotion people hang 
on to public office. Mr. Spofford saint 
that he knew of none, unless it was 
Mr. Barclay, the Journal Clerk of the 
House. It was strange 1 did not think 
of him. I made some hasty notes and 
went in search of Mr. Barclay. I 
tound him in his room, quietly taking 
his case in his big chair, talking with 
a friend. 

After the introduction and the res 
lation of reminiscences of prominent 
men of that time, the correspondent 
continues} 

“But, how about John Quincy Ad- 
ams? lasked, perceiving that my 
friend Barclay was taking a pretty 
wide range. You saw him die, did 
you?"

I really 
beliove people wore greatly disappoint- 
od and grioted becauge he didn't die 
on the 22d instead of the 231. There 
was n good deal of talk ubout it at the 
time. You know four or five big men, 
including two or three Presidents, died 
onthe Fourth of July. A good many 


¡thought it was a great pity Adams 


didn't die on the same day of the moiſtli 
on which Washington was born.” 


“They did, eh? But what was up’ 


in the House ?” 

„Oh,“ he answered, “at the time 
thero was a good deal of excitement, 
as there was a few: years ago about 
generals. The Mexican war had just 
been cioscd and peace established by 
the treaty of Gaudalupe Hidalgo, Of 
course we felt very grateful to our 
generals. Everybody wanted to do 
something for them. An obscure man, 
from Tennessee, I think, named Chase, 
wanted to introduco.n resolution ton- 
dering the thanks of Congress to Gon- 
eral Noig „Worth, Pillow, Shields, 
Quitman, Batterson, Pierce, Cadwal- 
lader and Smith I see by this old jour- 
nal (holding a book ju his hand) that 
he moved to suspend the rules in or-

der to introduce the resolution. The 
rules were suspended by a vote of 110 
to 54, and by a vote of 97 to 86 the 
main question was ordered. Just as 
the Speaker had finished saying :— 
“Shall the resolution be engrossed and 
read the third time?“ the old man was 
struck with the shock and slid sense- 
less from his scat.“ 

“The greatest excitement provailed. 
Everybody was excited, as all believ- 
ed he was dead. The House quietly 
adjourned, aud he was carried, still 
unconscious, into the Speaker's room. 
Gov. Newell, of New Jersey, was then 
in the House, and he was a physician; 
also Dr. George Fries, of the Jeffer- 
son District, Ohio. These gentlemen 
carried the old gentleman to the Speak- 
er's room which was to the left of the 
hall as you enter it from the rotunda. 
It is the room occupied by Gen. Gar- 
field last year for bis Banking and 
Currency Committee. Yes, sir; John 
Quincy Adams died on a cot in that 
room. 

“I have never kncwn a time of more 
profound grief. The whole city ¡was 
excited, Ife was regarded with great 
reverence in the House. You see he 
had been a Senator and a President, 
besides a member of the House for sev- 
enteen years. He was, as you know, 
over eighty years old when he died.” 

“Was he insensible after he was tak- 
en to the Speaker's room?“ 

“Oh yes. Ho never recognized anp- 
body after he was taken, He remain- 
eil in a kind of stupor. His friends 
were most attentive, but he was too 
old to recover frum the shock, and died 
on the 23." 

“Did he speak coherently after he 
wos taken and before he died!“ 

“No, he did not. Ile frequent- 
ly mattered to himself, but his words 
were hot understood.” 

„lis last words: “This is tha last 
of carth, ] am content,” have gone to 
history. How do you'aecount for that?” 

“Well, replied Mr. Baretay, “I 
don't believe he said them. I never 
heard these words until eulogies were 
pronounced in the House, aud there 
was a good many at the time who did 
not believe that he used the expres- 
sion after bis paralytic stroke, who 
would probably have known it if he 
had. The fact is, such expressions 
are often used in poetry and on the 
stage, but are extremely rare in re- 
ality. As for Adams, he was not con- 
scious during the time. Winthrop 
himself, on the 22d, said he is still 
unconscious.” y 

“Yes,” he continued in answer to a 
question, “he was the most popular 
man in Congress. Everybody loved 
the old man. Ile was so simple and 
gentle in his manners, one couldn't 
help liking him. Ile had a beautiful 
disposition. It was without presump- 
tion, egotism or vanity. IIis funeral 
was one of the largest ever known in 
Washington." 

„Where was he buried?“ 

“He was first taken to the Congres- 
sional burying ground, This was on 
the 26th of February. On the 28th, 
accompanied by a committee of thir- 
ty-two, I believe, of which Schenk 
and Lincoln were members, his body 
was then taken to Massachusetts, Dr. 
Newell introduced a resolution that 
the chair and desk of Mr.Adamsshould 
not be occupied for thirty days, that 
they be draped in mourning, and also 
the Hall of the House, and this was 


passed,

Day AND NIGHT IN SWEEDEN.—The 
peculiarities of the day and night in 
Sweden strike the traveler very for- 
cibly, after being accustomed to the 
temperate zone. In Juno the sun 
goes down in Stockholm a little before 
ten o'clock, There is great illumina- 
tion all night as the sun passes aroun 
the earth to the North Polo, and the 
refraction of its rays is such that you 
can see to read at midnight without 
any artificial light. There is a moun- 
tain at the head of Bothina where, on 
the 21st of June, the sun docs not ap- 
pear to go down at all. Thesteambont 
goes up froin Stockholm for the pur- 
pose of conveying those who are curi- 
ous tó witness the phenomenon. It 
occurs only one night. When ipreach- 
es the horizon you can see the whole 
facu of it, and in five minutes more it 
begins to rise. At the North Cape, 
latitude 72 degrees, the sun does not 
go down for several weeks. In June 
it would be about 25 degrees above 
the horizon at midnight. Inthe win- 
ter tho sun disappears, and is not seen 
for weeks; then it Comes and remains 
fifteen minutes, after which it descends, 
and finally does not set at all, but 
makes almost a circle around the heav- 
ons.

Gnixpixa Wueat witnour Minn 
Stoxes.—A mill for grinding wheat 
without mill stones has been devised 
in Great Britain, and one of the ma- 
chines is now in successful operation 
at Edinburg. This mill reduces wheat 
hy percussion, while it is unsupported 
anil falling freely, or being projected 
through the air. The wheat, in pass- 
ing through the machine, is struck by 
a series of bars moving at immense 
speed in opposite directions. It is so 
instantaneously reduced into a state 
already for bolting that no injurious 
heat is caused, and the flour produced 
is of much superior quality to that ob- 
tained by ordinary grinding, while the

The Chetah, or Hunting Leapard. 

The chetah isa native of India, where it 
is trained for the chase , and also of Africa. 
It is as large, or nearly so, as the leopard, 
but is superior, in height, owing to the 
length of its limbs, which are elender and 
tupering ; its body also is less robust and 
reminds one, in some degree, of that of the 
greyhound. ‘Che fur is more than moder- 
ately full, aud of a yellowish fawn-enlor, 
beautifully covered with round black spots; 
and a distinct stripe ofthis color passes 
from the inner angle of the eye to the 
mouth. A thin hog-like mane runs down 
the back of the neck. The forehead and 
outline of the profile aro convex ; the eye 
is every fino, large, and expressive. 

In the Tield Sports of India,’ the mode 

of coursing with the cbetah is thus described 
— "They are led out in chains with blinds 
over their eyes, and sometimes carried out 
in carts ; and when the antelopes or other 
deer are seen on a plain, should any of 
them he separated from the rest, the 
chetab's head is brought to face it, the 
blinds are removed. and the chain taken 
off. IIe immediately crouches and creeps 
along with his belly almost touching the 
ground, until he gets whithin a short die- 
tance ofthe deer, who, although seciug him 
approach, appears so fascinated, that be 
seldom attempts to run away. The chetah 
then mnkes a few surprising springs, and 
seizes him by the neck. If many deer are 
near each other they often escape by flight, 
their number, I imagine, giving them con- 
fidence, and preventing their, feeling the 
full force gf that facination, which ton sin- 
gle deer produces a sort of panic, and ap- 
pears to divest him of the power, or oven 
inclination, to run sway or make resistance 
It ix clear that they must always catch 
them by stealth, or in the manner ! have 
deseribel, for they are not so swift even as 
common deer.”

Chesenno, W. T., January 5.—Four 
passenger trains carrying about 800 ~pns- 
sengers arrived herr this morning from 
Ogden, which place they lett December 
21, 22,23, and 28 respectively. They 
have been between here and Laramic (fifty- 
six miles) since Monday morning. There 
is little trouble on the road. west of Med- 
icine Bow, but trains were detained be- 
tween Ogden and that point a week from 
no other apparent cause then the lust of 
proper understanding and information on 
the part of the company's oflisers. The, 
greater part of that time was spent on side 
tracks. where it was almost impossible to 
obtain meals, and passengers suffered con- 
siderable inconvenicuce, 
crackers and dried meats.
